After several of them had 
had their say Mac blurted out, * I bet nono 
of you fellows had such 3 good-byo as I had, 
Did any of these girls you have boon talking 
of throw thoir arms sround you and kiss 
yout’ Derikive laughter eros, yet Mac 
persisted, *T toll you ‘tis true.” Thue doctor, 
who was completely flabbergasted and
